Be mbs net at Identity 4 of BOCA 59-2128 by the Training 
Officer at 1700 hours. Tralnir« c> rr^-t contacted oven 1 ' a period of six days 
for a total of >8 tercrs rf directed Instruction. The Agent departed on 
the morning of 10 Arns 1961. 

2. CSWIPAIH-^ ms instructed in and demonstrated a good knowledge 
of all hia operational systems and pr oced ur es. Be is now considered 
operationally qua lifted and ready for mounting. As during his previous 
training session in January 1961, emphasis was again placed on procedurea. 
Intensive "on-tha -air* training suppl aentsd fey table and reduced distance 
contacts enabled (BSBPA2R-15 to overcome his previous difficulties in inter- 
preting combinations of Q si gna ls and pro signs. The Agent progressed to a 
point where ha was able to conduct two-way contacts without the assistance 
or p r es e nce o f tha T raining Officer. Using the BXCIHK/aiiversal training 

plan XffRXZXK, GBU8PAZB-15 averaged four contacts par day with UMEBR. Contacts 
were made und er conditions which varied ficsi extremely poor to very and 
involved the use of the frequency change and extra schedule systems, ZIOAJE and 
SDACBLi CEROPX 50-2 procedures* and the RS-1 and RS-6 rsdlo seta. Considering 
the amount of training the Agent haa thus fur received, his performance was 



3. In addition to contacts, CHOBFAIR-15 was required to copy one ZHKBBR 
type broadcast each day of training. TransmlBsions were made at 10 literal 
words per minute using the ZXDOFP forest. Although he is capable of higher 
receiving speeds, 10 words par minute la the speed at which be la leas apt to 
make mi stakes. The first broadcast contained the OT5T indicators tdsioh 
were d eciphered correctly and entered Into the signal plan used for training. 
0HHKPAZR-15 copied all broadcast traffic without assistance. 

4. Traffic transmitted via two-way contacts and broadcasts was enciphered 
in the agent's primary cryptographic ZXBAlff . OHHSPAIR-15 demonstrated the 
proper usage of message indicators, message numbering, confirmation digits and 
kept an accurate accounting of ell Incoming end outgoing message®. The agent 
was issued his cryptographic security cheek, the free from control portion of 
which was used correctly during the training session. There are no base 
acknowledgements to the security check indicating control nor warn a throw-away 
signal Issued. These will be added as the agent becomes acre proficient. The 
security check Issued is as follows « 

"The agent, as long as he la free, will transmit, in the clear the 
6th group of key t- at following the m essage indicator (not including 
the message indicators or psd activating indicators). When controlled 
the agent will use the 6th group of key t at in the normal manner as 
specified in ZXBAlff",

6. The activation instructions issued to GRHBPAXR-15 are those 
written by KATCA (see NATCA 60-725 and EUCA 60-1456). The activation 
event is the occupation or bypass of the Agent's area by forces hostile 
to the U.S. 

7* Other subjects covered during this training session were antennas, 
auxiliary power sources, battery charging and seourlty . The use of the 
®l-58 hand generator with the R3-1 and RS-6 radio sets was demonstrated* 

In addition the contents of the six containers comprising his initial cache 
issue was discussed. 



8. Overall Evaluation: Although we consider his performance thus far 

as good we can only rate his overall proficiency as satisfactory. Fbr this 
reason we ask that he continue to receive the same amount of training par yeer 
as previous. We feel that this is required In order that ORFEPAIR-15 reach the 
profielenoy level of other operational ORCROGND operators. The Agent's Interest 
®d desire to do better remain® high and his confidence in p er f o r m an ce has flim rood 
considerably.
